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HOUSE JO NT RESOLUTI ON

WHEREAS, On January 1, 2000, the |Illinois Comrerce
Comm ssion proposed rules titled "Requirenents for Businesses
wth Private Business Switch Service to Conply wth the
Enmergency Tel ephone System Act" (83 Ill. Adm Code 726; 24
II'l. Reg. 1); and

WHEREAS, The rul es proposed by the Conm ssion established
enhanced 9-1-1 energency tel ephone system requirenents for
busi ness entities, school s, | ocal gover nnment s, and
not-for-profit organizations unless those entities are

exenpted by the Energency Tel ephone System Act; and

VWHEREAS, The General Assenbly's Joint Conmttee on
Adm nistrative Rules (JCAR) voted to prohibit the filing of
those rules for adoption on April 11, 2000 because the rules
applied to schools, governnental wunits, and not-for-profit
organi zations and created an undue econom c and regul atory

burden on busi ness entities; and

WHEREAS, JCAR withdrew the prohibition on June 13, 2000
because the Comm ssion nodified the rules to neet JCAR s

obj ecti ons; and

VWHEREAS, The Conm ssion adopted energency rules effective
June 13, 2000 titled "Requirenments for Non-Business Entities
wth Private Business Switch Service to Conply with the
Enmer gency Tel ephone System Act” (83 IIl. Adm Code 727; 24
II'l. Reg. 8635) that JCAR noted contained the sane provisions
applicable to schools, governnental units, and not-for-profit
corporations that were withdrawn by the Comm ssion fromits
prior, broader rul emaking; JCAR objected to and suspended the

energency rules for 180 days on June 13, 2000; and

VWHEREAS, On June 23, 2000, the Conm ssion proposed rules

titled "Requirenments for Non-Business Entities wwth Private
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Business Switch Service to Conply wth t he Emer gency
Tel ephone System Act" (83 Ill1. Adm Code 727; 24 11l. Reg.
8454) that were identical to the suspended energency rules;

and

WHEREAS, JCAR, during its review of the proposed Part 727
r ul emaki ng, as directed by the Illinois Admnistrative
Procedure Act, determ ned that the rul emaking was contrary to
statute and al so constituted a serious threat to the public

interest and wel fare; and

WHEREAS, JCAR based its determnation that the rule
proposed by the Comm ssion was contrary to | egislative intent
on the fact that the Comm ssion exceeded its statutory
authority wunder Section 15.6 of the Energency Tel ephone
System Act by extending the application of the Act to
schools, |local governnents, and not-for-profit organizations
t hrough the energency tel ephone systemregul ati ons contained

in the rules; and

WHEREAS, As required by the Illinois Admnistrative
Procedure Act, strict adherence to legislative intent as
expressed through statute and a concern for the well-being
and welfare of Illinois citizens, including school children,

are all elenents of the JCAR revi ew process; and

VWHEREAS, Based on the determ nation, JCAR prohibited the
filing of the above-cited Part 727 rul emaki ng for adoption;

and

WHEREAS, Because Section 5-115 of t he Il1inois
Adm ni strative Procedure Act states that a filing prohibition
of an agency's rulenmaking 1is effective for a period of at
| east 180 days, the prohibition issued by JCAR commenced
January 9, 2001 and will termnate on July 7, 2001 unless it
is continued by the adoption of this Joint Resolution by both

houses of the CGeneral Assenbly as provided by subsection (c)
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of Section 5-115 of +the Illinois Adm nistrative Procedure

Act:; therefore, be it

SENATE CONCURRI NG HEREI N, that the General Assenbly continues
the filing prohibition on the Illinois Conmerce Conmi ssion's
proposed rulemaking titled "Requirenents for Non-Business
Entities with Private Business Switch Service to Conply wth
the Enmergency Tel ephone System Act” (83 IIl. Adm Code 727;
24 11l1. Reg. 8454) issued by the Joint Commttee on

Adm ni strative Rules on January 9, 2001; and be it further

RESOLVED, That suitable copies of this resolution be
delivered to the Executive Director of the Joint Conmttee on
Adm nistrative Rules and the Chai rman and Executive Director

of the Illinois Comerce Conm ssion.
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
